DISASTER.

Fearful Explosion and Fire in Jersey
City.
The New York Tribune, of this morning, re-
cords the following:—

The ofl refinery of Messrs, Richard, Sons &
Verplanck, situated in South Kighth street, near
Prospect street, Jersey Oity, was totally de-
stroyed yest by the explosion of & quantit
of gas which had escaped from the naptha sti
located in the main bullding. To this ensued a
fire, which destroyed all that part of the build-
ing not affected by the explosion. The refinery
contnined about 2000 barrels of oll, in various
stages of preperation, which was all destroyed.
The engineer, Joseph Leisenberger, escaped to
the street uninjured, but after the second
oxizlouiou he went back to open the valves of the
boller to guard sgainst its blowing up, and while
thusengaged the third explosion ocourred she was
caught in the debris of the building aud burned
to desib., After a long search he was found
lying on his back, not a stiteh of clothing about
bim, his flech and boues burned to a orisp, and
hus lege nud arms drawn up and coatracted,
p:eurnl.ln? n fearful sight. Among the most
seriously injured of the sufferers yet survivingis
Augunet Beitto, ope of the yard men; hle legs,
body, arme, and head are covered with blisters,
aud the poor fellow was not expected to survive
until merning, He lhins & wife and one child
living at West Hoboken. Henry Udhes, one of
the stillmen, was also dangerously burned io
the fece snd on the right arm, and was con-
veyed to bis home at No. 166 Morgau street,
where he has & wile, but no children, Theodore
Hildebinnd, the foreman of thé refinery, was
nlro burned about the face and both arms, and
wia also convesed to No, 166 Morgan sirect,
where he has n wile and two ehildren.,

Bome of the burning debris and oll was blown
noross the cove, and =et tire to Warver & Cars-
callen's stable, o the rear of 8 small tenement,
which was destroyed. Loss, £500, The refinery
was owned by Robert Verplanck, a resident of
Jersey City, together with Messre, Benjamin
¥mbkudu & Son, ol No. 4¢ South streel, New

ork.

The total loss will probably reach from $30,000
to $40,000, upoo which there {8 & partial insur-
ance, Tbe loremun, Hiidebrand, was burned at
# flie on the same premises last winter.

The Riot at New Orleans—One Negro
Hilled,

THE SURRATT TRIAL.
